The State of Illinois has furnished 1002 
dentists to the armed forces according 
to figures recently released by Leo W. 
Kremer, the consultant for the procure- 
ment and assignment of dentists from 
the 6th Service Command. Despite this 
large number, Illinois is considerably be- 
hind in its quota of 869 for 1943. On 
June 1, 1943, only 242 dentists or 28 
per cent of its quota had gone into the 
services, leaving a balance of 627 to be 
secured. 

A comparison of the response that is 
being secured in the other two states in 
the 6th Service Command is interesting : 
The state of Michigan has a quota of 
280 for 1943, and they have already 151 
in the services, which means that 54 per 
cent of its quota has been met—almost 
twice as high as Illinois. To date Michi- 
gan has furnished a total of 372 dentists 
to the armed forces. 

Wisconsin has a situation more like 
that in Illinois. They have sent a total 
of 290 into the service as of June 1, 1943. 
Their quota for 1943 has been set at 353 
and of that number 109 have been ob- 
tained leaving a balance of 244 to se- 
cure. In other words, the percentage of 
their quota already obtained is 31 per 
cent, slightly better than Illinois’ 28. In 
Wisconsin there are not sufficient dentists 
in the 21-38 year age group to meet the 
demand so those up to 43 will have to 
volunteer to meet the requirements. 

The Army, Navy and other services 
will require 3,681 more dentists this year. 
Thus far the stupendous task of supply-

ing the armed forces with sufficient den- 
tists while maintaining the necessary 
number to care for the civilian popu!a- 
tion has been accomplished on a volun- 
tary basis. It is hoped that the flow of 
dentists into the services may be kept at 
the proper level so that the selective 
service system will not be called upon 
to make the induction of dentists com- 
pulsory. 

The state procurement and assignment 
officers report that a satisfactory number 
of dentists are requesting app!ication 
blanks for commissions and many of 
them have been cleared by the Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service, but there 
has been a decided lag in forwarding the 
completed application forms to the Sur- 
geon General’s office thereby making of- 
ficial application for commission. Not 
until a dentist is commissioned in the 
armed forces is credit received by the 
state toward the fulfilment of its quota. 

Dr. Robert J. Wells has been ap- 
pointed vice chairman for dentists in the 
Bureau of Placement, Procurement and 
Assignment Service, War Manpower 
Commission, effective July 1, 1943. The 
position of vice chairman in the state 
for Illinois has been created to assist the 
chairman, Dr. William I. McNeil, in 
the task of clearing commission applica- 
tions from Illinois dentists. Dr. Wells 
was chosen for the excellent work that he 
has done as a member of the State Com- 
mittee and because of his awareness of 
the objectives of the Procurement and 
Assignment service.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


CONSIDERATIONS OF THE SIX YEAR MOLAR 
A. F. Scooprer, D.D.S., Kansas City, Missouri 


Question: 

What type of space maintainer do you 
advise in a child who has lost a lower 
first molar ? 


Answer: 

The space maintainer for a child who 
has lost a lower first molar often depends 
upon his age, the position of the second 
molar and many other involvements, but, 
in my opinion, the best and the one used 
in our office for most all children at any 
age is an orthodontic appliance con- 
structed and adjusted by an orthodon- 
tist. 


Question: 

Would you ever advise orthodontic 
treatment to bring the second molar into 
the pesition occupied by the first molar 
which has been extracted? 


Answer: 

It is my opinion that, as a general 
rule, the moving of a second molar into 
the position of a lost first molar by or- 
thodontic treatment is a failure. This is 
particularly true in the lower arch at any 
age. The relationship is a malocclusion 
and the teeth are tipped to such an ex- 


tent that stress is not applied to the long 
axis of the tooth. 


Question: 

In the case of an adult losing a first 
molar either upper or lower, which 
would you advise as a replacement—a 
fixed bridge or a removable type bridge 


—providing the approximating teeth are 
vital and sound? 


Answer: 


_A fixed bridge is the general advice 
given an adult patient in our office who 
has lost a first molar. By the use of a 
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fixed restoration, the continuity of the 
arch is retained at all times, which is one 
of the greatest services a dentist can ren- 
der. The abutment teeth may be sound 
and vital but as I have heard said many 
times: “A tooth is worth to you what 
you get out of it in service regardless how 
it serves.” 


Question: 

In the case of an adult of 40 years 
of age, where the first molar had been 
lost many years before, the second and 
third molars had drifted and tipped 
mesially, what sort of replacement or 
treatment would you advise? 


Answer: 

At the age of 40 or any other age 
where the second and third molars have 
tipped mesially because of the early re- 
moval of a first molar, it is my advice, 
if possible, to have orthodontic treat- 
ment administered in order to put these 
teeth in their correct position and restore 
the space with a fixed restoration. The 
upper teeth that have elongated in this 
type of a case often should be removed. 


Question: 

What treatment do you accord the 
upper first molar that has elongated into 
the edentulous space by the removal of 
the lower first molar? 

When the upper first molar has 
elongated to such an extent that the con- 
tact points on the approximating teeth 
are below the bell of the first molar 
creating a pocket and food catcher on 
both the mesial and distal surfaces, we 
advise the removal of this tooth. On the 
other hand, if possible, and if harmony 
can be maintained, the upper molar is 
reduced by grinding and _ polishing. 
Never do we attempt to construct a 
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restoration to an exaggerated deformity 
or in my slang ‘make a sway back bridge.’ 


Question: 

What happens in the temporomandib- 
ular joint when the first lower molar on 
one side has been missing for a long 
period of time? 

a. Assuming there is a change, what 
is the prognosis for treatment? 


Answer: 

This is a question about which one 
could write a book, but, in brief, if a 
lower first molar is removed and not re- 
placed immediately, the second and third 
molars may converge toward the lingual 


and mesial, making the distal occlusal” 


surface much higher than normal. On 
excursion of the mandible in biting food, 


this surface traumatizes the distal of the 
upper second molar causing the con- 
dyles immediately to be off balance. On 
this lack of balance, the head of the 
condyle often creates an irritation of the 
Chorda Tympanic nerve, a branch of 
the facial nerve. This irritation in turn” 
travels to other branches creating burn- 
ing tongue, vertigo, headaches and many 
ear disturbances. This generally can be 
corrected by balancing the occlusion 
through grinding and constructing the 
necessary restorations, which in tum 
balances the condyles. The prognosis is 
good; relief usually is obtained in a 
very short time. Nevertheless some cases 
change for the better immediately, but 
do not obtain complete relief for a pe- 
riod depending upon the length of time 
this irritation has existed. 


A CONSIDERATION OF THE ANCHORAGE PROBLEM 
IN ORTHODONTIA 


F. CopeLanp SHELDEN, D.D.S., Kansas City, Missouri 


Question: 
What do you mean by the term an- 
chorage? 


Answer: 

In its true mechanical concept the 
term anchorage means the resistance to 
a force. Orthodontically speaking, how- 
ever, we are limited in the amount of 
actual resistance available because of the 
relationship of teeth to bone. It is de- 
sirable then to understand the manner 
in which orthodontic forces may be con- 
trolled so that the maximum anchorage 
may be gained and utilized. Also, if one 
is to understand orthodontic anchorage, 
one must understand the physiology of 
bone and its reaction to force. 


Question: 
What are the anchorage units avail- 
able to the orthodontist? 


Answer: 

Although it is true that any force 
placed upon a tooth is eventually 
grounded in bone, bone thus becoming 
the controlling factor, it should be re- 
membered that there are other factors 


which may work as aids, or may work 
adversely if ignored. Anchorage units may 
be classed as intra-oral and extra-oral. 
Intra-oral units are teeth, the relAtion 
of teeth to bone, bone, muscle structures, 
inclined plane relationship of teeth, and 
actual mechanical anchorage afforded 
by certain types of appliances and the 
manner in which they are used. A cer- 
tain amount of discussion might rightly 
take place in regard to the classification 
of mechanical therapy as an anchorage 
unit. This is due to the fact that, as has 
been said, forces transmitted to teeth 
are grounded in bone, and bone then be- 
comes the factor here rather than teeth. 
Experience has shown, however, that cer- 
tain types of attachments, and manners 
of manipulating force producing wires 
are more efficient than others in the mat- 
ter of creating control. Thus, in the 
writer’s opinion, mechanical anchorage 
is a point not to be overlooked. Extra- 
orally the head-gear or occipital anchor- 
age is a unit of considerable value. 


Question: 
Why is anchorage a problem? 


i 
So 


Answer: 

Anchorage is a prob!em simply be- 
cause of the reaction of bone to the 
forces placed upon the teeth. Bone is 
ever ready to change its pattern on the 
least stimulation. It therefore becomes 
apparent that there is no such thing as 
true stationary anchorage within the 
mouth. Remember that for every force 
placed there is an equal and opposite 
reaction, one which may be undesirable, 
because that is the action of bone. Some 
means must be taken then to overcome 
such reaction. 


Question: 
Explain the necessity for using extra- 
oral anchorage in some cases. 


Answer: 

The head gear, as we now term it, is 
nothing new to the science of orthodon- 
tics. It finds its origin in what for years 
was known as occipital anchorage. It 
has unlimited possibilities and may be 
used to move teeth. However, as an 
anchorage unit it is used to offset some 
other force that has an undesirable re- 
action. For example rubber elastics used 
for intermaxillary pull within the mouth 
will have the same action on the teeth 
of both jaws. A head gear is often used 
to offset this pull on the teeth we do not 
want to move. 


Question: 
What types of cases present the great- 
est anchorage problem ? 


Answer: 
Experience would lead one to believe 
that any case to which mechanical treat- 
ment is to be applied becomes just as 
much of an anchorage problem as does 
any other case requiring mechanical 
treatment. Anchorage will not break 
down in some cases under the most un- 
favorable circumstances, while in others 
the most painstaking care must be ex- 
ercised to keep the desired stable units 
intact. As individual reaction differs, it 
is impossible always to predict, therefore 
‘It would seem wise if we were to treat 
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each case as a distinct problem in anchor- 
age. Specifically those cases which ex- 
hibit extremely inclined teeth, missing 
teeth, loss of space or badly jammed 
teeth, and very thin bony plates are dif- 
ficult from an anchorage standpoint. 


Question: 

How do you determine the minimum 
anchorage requirements in a case to be 
treated ? 


Answer: 

This is determined by the case as it 
presents itself and by what is desired in 
the finished result. Some of us believe 
that it is our duty to do the best we can 
for that which we have to treat. In other 
words some cases present which are so 
mutilated or physically not up to stand- 
ard that it would be our first reaction 
to refuse treatment. This is always a fac- 
tor to be considered, yet it might be well 
to think of it from the patient’s stand- 
point, and if convinced that good can 
be accomplished, do the best that can 
be done even if it isn’t ideal. On the 
other hand deciduous teeth do not afford 
the best anchorage units, nor do cases 
with multiple spaces or teeth about to 
be shed. The question might be better 
answered to say that one should make 
certain exactly what is desired in the fin- 
ished case, how it is to be treated, and 
then wait until the maximum anchorage 
available is present before treatment is 
instituted. 


Question: 

Is it possible to get enough anchorage 
to move posterior teeth distally without 
effecting an anterior movement of the 
anterior teeth? 


Answer: 

It will have to be assumed that this 
question is meant to ascertain the pos- 
sibilities of distal movement of posterior 
teeth by utilizing only the anchorage 
available within that arch, without aug- 
menting anchorage with intermaxillary 
elastics or extra-oral means. The ques- 
tion can be answered : yes, because it has

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Dentistry’s Problem in the Armed Forces 


Abstract of Report of the Committee on Legislation of the 
American Dental Association 


Although the present Dental Corps 
is only three times as large as in the pre- 
vious war it is doing ninety times as 
much dental work as was done in that 
war. Yet in spite of this increased effi- 
ciency and capacity of the present Den- 
tal Corps there is now only one briga- 
dier general in the Dental Corps as com- 
pared to the thirty-one in the Medical 
Corps. These facts are included in a 
comprehensive report of the Committee 
on Legislation of the American Dental 
Association (Sterling V. Mead, Chair- 
man) which is published in the August 
issue of The Journal of the American 
Dental Association. Here is related in 
detail the fight on the part of dentistry 
to attain a position commensurate with 
its value and not too inferior to that of 
medicine. Although in civilian life den- 
tistry is recognized as an important fac- 
tor in the welfare of the patient, in the 
armed forces and in governmental agen- 
cies there have remained a few physicians 
in important positions who have been 
slow to recognize the importance of den- 
tistry and have opposed improvements in 
the Dental Corps. As pointed out by Dr. 
Mead, “It is felt by many in the Ameri- 
can Dental Association who have studied 
the problem that a complete separation 
of the Dental Corps from the Medical 
Corps would hinder the effectiveness of 
both corps, but the Committee on Legis- 
lation is definitely of the opinion that 
problems of control and efficiency in the 
Dental Corps could best be handled by 
dental officers.” Everyone agrees that 
the Dental Corps does not have enough 
officers of sufficient rank to enable it to 
perform and operate at maximum effi- 
ciency. 

“There is great urgency for the more 
rapid promotion of dental officers who 
have been taken in as lieutenants. There 
should be a larger percentage of lieuten- 
ants made captains to establish a ratio 
similar to that of medicine. There is also 


reason to promote many of the captains 
to majors, and so on. Most of the dis- 
crepancies are in the lower ranks, and 
the greatest need at the present time is 
in those ranks.” 

Apparently the President of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association and the Com- 
mittee on Legislation has gone before the 
War Department and Surgeon General’s 
Office many times in attempts to settle 
these problems and finally has decided 


_that only through legislation could den- 


tistry attain the desired ends. For that 
reason a bill was introduced into the 
Congress and the Senate: “To provide 
for temporary promotion of officers of 
the Dental Corps of the Army of the 
United States.” It is hoped that this legis- 
lation will bring about the promotion of 
top ranking officers who will be in a 
position to “fight the battles of dentistry.” 
The least that could be done for den- 
tistry would be the appointment of four 
brigadier generals and a major general. 

The great service performed by the 
Army Dental Corps seems to justify the 
promotions. “Out of the first million men 
who were inducted, there were 188,000 
who were rejected because of dental de- 
fects, but later they were taken in and 
rehabilitated for the Army by the Den- 
tal Corps. This additional work was 
done by the Dental Corps, in addition 
to the usual amount of work of the 
corps.” It is interesting to note that last 
year the Army Dental Service replaced 
twenty-nine per cent of the number of 
teeth extracted and in March of this 
year eighty-one per cent. One half mil- 
lion teeth were extracted and 458,000 
were replaced. 

Comparisons between these figures and 
those from the First World War are in- 
teresting. “During the peak of the First 
World War, in 1917, there were 4,460 
dental officers in the Army, and, during 
the peak six-month period, they made 
4,000 dentures. At the present time, there 
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are 12,000 dentists in the Army, and 
they are making 60,000 dentures a 
month and placing 1,500,000 fillings. 
Therefore, with a force which is less 
than three times as large as that during 
the previous war, they are making fifteen 
times as many dentures in one month as 
they made in six months during the 
other war; or ninety times as many den- 
tures. This same proportion is also true 
of extractions, the care of facial injuries, 
fillings, etc. Certainly this shows a very 
highly increased efficiency. By making 
these 60,000 dentures a month, the Den- 
tal Corps is, by denture work alone for 
the Army, making available for military 
duty 60,000 men who would otherwise 
be lost to the Army.” This impressive 
volume of work speaks well for the ef- 
ficiency and capacity of our Dental 
Corps; certainly they deserve a staff 
with ranks rating in similar proportions 
to medicine. 


A similar situation exists in the Naval 
Dental Corps. As pointed out by Dr. 
Mead, in spite of action of Congress 
there has been but one rear admiral ap- 


pointed, and an appointment of rear 
admiral for dentistry has not been made 
for the central office of the surgeon gen- 
eral. This would appear to be a definite 
discrimination, and the least the de- 
partment could do with any thought of 
equality would be to appoint four rear 
admirals, three temporary and one per- 
manent, to the dental service. There are 
nineteen rear admirals for medicine. 


STATUS OF DENTISTS BETTER DEFINED 


“In 1917, when the draft act was 
passed, the status of dentists and dental 
students was not definitely outlined, in 
consequence of which there was a wide- 
spread drafting of a large number of den- 
tists and dental students between the ages 
of 21 to 31 into the military services as 
enlisted men. The report of the Surgeon 
General for 1917-1918 shows that in the 
AEF alone, there was a total of 2,000 
dentists and dental students as enlisted 
men, with 1,876 commissioned officers. 
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These 2,000 enlisted men were never 
commissioned, since the Dental Corps 
was closed for commissioning, September 
18, 1917, and did not open until Oc- 
tober 3, 1918, and was again closed 
November g, 1918. 

“Under the present Selective Serv- 
ice Act of 1940, through rulings, inter- 
pretations and memoranda, there have 
been only a few more than 200 dentists 
taken into the services as enlisted men 
and, of this number, 190 have been 
commissioned to date. In addition, the 
dental students of all the dental schools 
and those men who have signified their 
intention to study dentistry have been 
commissioned (if they passed the physi- 
cal examination) in the Navy as ensigns, 
or in the Army in the medical adminis- 
trative corps; which means that they 
will be permitted to continue their dental 
education before being taken into the 
armed forces as commissioned officers.” 

Dr. Mead concludes, “We are eager 
to see a spirit of cooperation between the 
Medical and the Dental Corps, and 
medicine has every reason to foster this 
spirit. They need our support and co- 
operation as much as we need theirs.” 
American Dentistry should commend 
the Committee on Legislation for its ef- 
forts in improving the status of dentistry 
in the armed forces and other govern- 
mental agencies—M. K. Hine.

been done. It is possible to move first or 
second molars distally by using all the 
other teeth of the same arch as anchor- 
age, although it might be said that this 
works better in the maxillary arch than 
the mandibular arch. To attempt a dis- 
tal movement of all the teeth in the buc- 
cal segment without added anchorage, 
either one tooth at a time or collectively, 
will in all probability result in a most 
undesired labial tipping of the anterior 
teeth. When distal movement of teeth 
is attempted one should avail himself 
of all the anchorage possible.

CLEARING HOUSE FOR 
MEETINGS 


The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society have authorized the es- 
tablishment of a Clearing House for 
information on dental meetings at the 
office of the Society. The plan is to pro- 
vide a central office where information 
about all dental meetings in the Chicago 
area can be gathered for the benefit of 
dentists, affiliated societies, fraternities 
and study clubs. Its purpose is twofold: 
First, to prevent conflicts of meeting 
dates; it is hoped that the secretary of 
each group planning a meeting will con- 
sult the Clearing House to select a date 
for his meeting that will not conflict with 
the meeting of any affiliated group. Sec- 
ond, to provide an agency to disseminate 
information about the dates of all meet- 
ings to all interested dentists.

RECORD LOW DEATH RATE IN 
ARMY HOSPITALS 


Major General Norman T. Kirk, Sur- 
geon General of the Army, is said to have 
reported in New York on July 8 that the 
death rate in the army’s evacuation hos- 
pitals during the African Campaign was 
“the lowest rate of any army at any 
time.” Only 2.5 to 3.5 per cent of ad- 
missions died, which is a decided con- 
trast to the mortality rate of 15 per cent 
in such hospitals during the last war. 
General Kirk credited the low record to 
the use of plasma, excellent surgery, and 
sulfonamide drugs. Blood plasma given 
at the front lines saved many lives which 
would have been lost if it had not been 
available for the treatment of shock 
cases. 


NEW MOSQUITO LOTION 
EFFECTIVE FOR ARMY 


The War Department states that a 
new mosquito lotion has been developed ° 
that repels mosquitoes for at least 400 
minutes on a single application. Soldiers 
rub the lotion on exposed parts of their 
bodies. Flies and other insects are being 
fought in North Africa with a bomblike 
device which the soldier sets off with a 
trigger. A spray results that kills all flies 
and insects in an ordinary sized room 
and yet is harmless to a human being. 
The elimination of body lice is accom- 
plished with a new powder sprinkled on 
clothes eliminating the elaborate appara- 
tus for delousing that was used in the 
last war. The War Department an- 
nounced on June 2 that American sol- 
diers in North Africa are almost free 
from infectious and contagious diseases, 
and that these devices along with the 
effective work of the medical department, 
the engineers and quartermaster corps 
are largely responsible for the excellent 
condition of the Army.
